Tonight each of us is given a key to a locked door. We have 
seen the door in the distance. We have imagined what might be 
hidden behind those heavy planks. But tonight, tonight we may 
unleash its secrets, To what does the door open? It opens to the 
future. Tonight we inherit the world. Tonight those who have 
given us life, seen us grow, protected us, taught us, give to each 
member of the graduating class a golden key--a key that not 
only opens to the future but locks the past, with all its memories, 
its short-lived experiences.

For there is much that is good 
in our world, or how could it have survived so many decades, but, there is also that which is bad, There have 
been men and women, fine men in the past who have striven for a better world, there are such men today and 
there will be in the future. Men such as Dr. Martin Luther King fighting for the equality of all races not one; 
men such as Churchill fighting for the freedom of enslaved nations; men such as Pierre Trudeau seeking the just 
society. Yet there are richly clad men who can pass another man dying in the streets of Bombay. There are men 
who can march into a foreign nation, such as Vietnam, in the name of peace. Ours is a strange society offering 
twisted words, perverted ideas; a society in which, in the name of Christianity, white men can persecute black. 

Perhaps mankind has failed to some extent in learning from the past the agony of war; perhaps it has failed 
to share more equally its wealth, its knowledge; perhaps it has failed to have the understanding, the patience to 
listen to the problems of other people. But we are young men and women of today and tomorrow. We hold a key 
in our hands, Each of us must have the will, the determination to be just; to accept the responsibility of caring 
for someone other than ourselves; to be concerned enough, sympathetic enough to turn our ears where cries grow 
louder, hungrier, This does not mean that each of us is to be a Martin Luther King, for few of us shall have the 
ability, the talent, the stamina to solve widespread problems. But let us look to our own friends, to people at 


work, in our community, in our city, Perhaps then we shall look above these familiar faces to those across the 
sea, 


Marilyn Law, a Bonnie Doon student, expresses it so well in her poem, “The Right to Live": 
If | could know the time to speak, 
Or give a moment's joy to a dying soul, 
Or somehow, through my life, if I 
Could help some other heart to love, 
Or guide a child to know the right from wrong, 
If I could do just one of these, 
Then I will have earned the right to live. 

In our hands is placed the key to the future, to the world, We must handle this key carefully, and as we 
enter the door to cross the other side, we should take a glance back, Let us remember the good things, the great 
things that have been done in the past and carry with us the wisdom of such goodness, Let us remember the bad 
things, the cruel things that-have been done and carry the wisdom never to repeat such errors. Let us remember 
Words such as compassion, understanding, justice, Let us remember love--for "he who loves most, has most”, 
Equipped with this, let us close the door on our past life and unlock the door of the future to meet beyond, the 


challenge, as it beckons to each here this evening,
